TXQUJRIES like those nov. i;oi"iT <»-*J i-' 
1- Washington re- 


-L vealing the moral and ethical .-tandards of many men 
in public life, besides sen ing the direct purpose of the 
inquiry, like that of the leasing "f the naval oil re.-erw-v 
to private interest?. also serve in a general way tu reveal 
in all its bald iniquity the bane of partisanship in our 
public affairs. 


For example, when it came to the selection of a sen- 


ate committee to investigate Mr. Daugheny. a rough and 
tumble political fight ensued to see who should sit on the 
committee. 
It was not a matter of the fitness of indi- 


vidual senator for the task, his iejral attainments, his 
fairness and reputation for integrity, but v. hether lie 
should be a Republican or a Democrat or an iiiMirgenl. 
It was whether he v,as believed tu be pro- or anti- 
Daugheny. the friends of the Attorney General strhing 
with might and main to get his senate friends on th*1 
committee and his opponents to get them off and .sup- 
posed enemies of Mr. Daugherty on. 


In like manner the average Republican in private 


life is inclined to scout the whole oil scandal, to belittle 
its significance, to make excuses for .Messrs. Fall. Denby. 
Roosevelt, Daugherty. et al.. and Democrats perhaps to 
over-magnify the whole affair as regards Republican* 
and to under-estiaiate the gravity of the charges when 
they involve a partisan Democrat like Mr. McAdoo. for 
instance. Thruout partisans are inclined to side with the 
accused if he be a member of their party and to condemn 
the accused without hearing if he be a member of the 
opposite party.
